t about 1 1 a.m. on Dec. 

30, 2009, Raphael F. 

McN amara was roused 
V from his slumber inside the 
■ Center City parking garage 
r of pharmaceutical giant 
GlaxoSmithKline (C.SK) by a 
security guard demanding ID. 

McNamara, a 27-year-old Virginia native, was 
homeless, and like many homeless people, he fre- 
quently took to garages to oscnpc cold winter nights. 
But he was no ordinary transient: He was clean-cut 
and well-spoken; if he didn’t tell you, you probably 
wouldn’t guess that he slept on the street and mined 
Dumpsters for food. He carriod a laptop with him 
at all times, and prodigiously posted to the Internet 
from WiFi hotspots. 

He was also, by this point, well known — if not 
universally liked — within Philly’s left-wing activ- 



ist community as a zealous agitator on behalf of the 
Palestinian cause, who had essentially disavowed 
anything to do with the American economy, including 
holding a job or putting a roof over his head. To do 
otherwise, he thought, only enabled the oppression of 
the Palestinian people. 

But the GSK security guard didn’t know any of 
that. He just saw a trespasser, and wanted him gone. 
The cops were called; when they arrived, the guard 
detaining McNamara left him alone to let the cops 
into the building. 

He fled, taking only his backpack with him, leav- 
ing behind bags of clothing and personal effects, 
as well as books by Noam Chomsky and Norman 
Finkelstoin, pamphlets on the Israeli-Palestinian 
conflict, an HP Pavilion laptop computer and — 
according to a later federal indictment — a Molotov 
cocktail, fashioned from a 12-ounce Budweiser bottle 
with bubble wrap and a shoelace wick. Lab tests 
by the Bureau of Alcohol, Tbbacco, Firearms and 
Explosives (ATF) showed that the bottle contained 
gasoline and polystyrene, a mixture authorities 



called “improvised napalm.” On McNamara’s com- 
puter, authorities found The Anarchist Cookbook, 
The Jolly Roger Cookbook, Dark Storm's Book 
of Compiled Articles on Destruction, Crime and 
Other Illegal Acts and The Covenant of the Islamic 
Resistance Movement (HAMAS), among other incen- 
diary materials. Dark Storm's Book, in particular, 
contains explicit instructions on creating a Molotov 
cocktail, also known as a gasoline bomb. McNamara 
last accessed it on his laptop Dec. 26. 

According to court documents, GSK security foot- 
age also shows McNamara removing a GSK camera 
in the garage, and carrying a dark-colored bottle 
that looks like the Molotov cocktail they discovered 
next to a backup electric generator near where 
McNamara had been sleeping. “In addition," one 
prosecution document says, “certain frames of the 
video also depict McNamara carrying what appears 
to be the completed IMolotov cocktaill.” 

It’s unclear how much damage the device could 
have inflicted. Because of the holidays, the garage 
and the GSK building were largely empty. Still, the

FBI arrived at an inescapable conclusion: McNamara 
"may have had the intent to deploy the device at 
GSK,” prosecutors argued. 

They based this assertion on McNamara’s visits to 
the website endevil.com, which highlights companies 
that should be "blacklisted” for various alleged mis- 
deeds, including Coca-Cola, McDonald’s, Proctor & 
Gamble, Wal-Mart, Bacardi — and GSK. 

But even before Dec. 30, McNamara, who had 
previously served two years in a New Jersey prison 
for burglary and assaulting a police officer, was on 
the federal government’s radar. A few weeks earlier, 
a tipster had alerted the FBI that McNamara was 
"posting increasingly radical pro-Palestinian/anti- 
Israeli messages and videos on his Facebook page,” 
and that he “wanted to hold protests in Philadelphia 
and start a riot” and had quit his job for “the cause.” 
On his Facebook page — which was littered with pro- 
Palestinian imagery, including pictures expressing 
support for Hamas — McNamara took the middle 
name “Al-Sammouni," after Gaza residents killed by 
Israeli forces in January 2009. 

On Jan. 1 1, 2010, Philadelphia police arrested 
McNamara on charges of criminal trespass, burglary, 
receiving stolen property, theft and possessing incen- 
diary devices. In April, those allegations were super- 
seded by two more serious, federal charges: being 
a convicted felon in possession of a firearm — the 
Molotov cocktail — and possessing a firearm that was 
not registered in the National Firearms Registration 
and Transfer Record. (Federal authorities claimed 
jurisdiction, in part, because the beer bottle “was 
manufactured outside of the Commonwealth of 

in the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania, it traveled 
through the channels of interstate commerce,”) 

McNamara hasn’t been charged as a terrorist, but 
if convicted on both counts, he faces up to 20 years in 
federal prison all the same. Already, he’s spent the 
past nine months behind bars awaiting his scheduled 
Oct. 4 trial. 

But despite his criminal past, to those who know 
McNamara, the charges don’t make sense. Sure, he 
was fervently committed to the Palestinian cause, 
but he was also a vocal pacifist who disavowed vio- 
lence. What's more, GSK has nothing to do with his 



raison de resistance, the Israeli-Palestine conflict; 
rather, its presence on endcvil.com's “blacklist” stems 
from a drug it allegedly sold despite its known toxic 
side effects. 

And so, you can't help but wonder what drove him 
here: from troubled, drug-addled youth to felon to col- 
lege student to devoted activist to homeless dropout, 
from avowed pacifist to suspected, would-be terror- 
ist; a man who, in just one year, became so wrapped 
up in a cause that he isolated himself not only from 
his family, but also from the friends who tried to help 
him and fellow activists who, now, aren't quite sure 
what to make of the case against him.

W l IJ W in early 2009, becoming a regular 
UJIm participant in events and meetings 
held by different activist groups, 
including Stop U.S. Tax-Funded Aid to Israel Now! 
(SUSTAIN), Bubbies and Zaydes, International 
Action Center and Temple Students for Justice in 
Palestine (TSJP). 

“He's a little frantic, but he’s a charming man 
— energetic as hell,” says Cy Schwartz, co-founder 
of Bubbies and Zaydes, a pro-Palestinian group of 
Jewish grandparents. Schwartz met McNamara 
at one of Bubbies and Zaydes' Friday vigils in front 
of the Israeli consulate. “He became this amazing 
explosion of activity with all the various groups that 
were working," 

McNamara organized demonstrations and put 
up fliers and posters. “For him, while this conflict 
was going on and as he would say, people are being 
oppressed, it’s not OK for you to do nothing," says 
Peter Hayakawa, a member of TSJP. “He considered 
activism his work. It was a full-time job for him.” 

His “work” was omnipresent online: not just 
Facebook, Twitter and Myspace, but also Xanga, 
Scribd, Flickr, Linkedln, Digg, YouTube, PicasaWeb 
and Photobucket. He posted hundreds of news arti- 
cles, photos, videos, fliers, academic papers, letters, 
rants, comments, poems and more — almost all on 



I met McNamara — who did not respond to let- 
ters sent to the federal detention center where he is 
currently imprisoned — while interviewing him for 
a radio documentary I was working on for 88.5 FM 
WXPN about a small, local communist group last 
year. McN amara wasn’t pnrt of the group, but he 
attended their meetings. At the time, ho explained, 
"It makes sense to go and talk to everyone and try to 
build cohesiveness among the groups. Just the more 
I interact with people, the better I will be and the bet- 



indefatigable dedication for the Palestinian 
cause; he was, in Schwartz's words, “a laser beam, 
both in his zealousness and the fierceness of his 
commitment." 

In a post to his Facebook page last year, titled “I am 
bigger [than! my body gives me credit for” — a riff 
on the John Mayer song — McNamara wrote: “I can 
only boycott every product that Israel sells. I can only 
spend every penny towards products owned and ben- 
efiting Palestinians and [their] liberation. I can only 
spend every waking hour and [breath] to alert every 
person I know to the circumstances in Palestine and 
of the Palestinians. ... I can only rest when 1 feel that 
the rocket or suicide bombing that a Palestinian does 
or [has] done in the name of Palestinians is without 
any justification or provocation, . . . Unfortunately, I 
will do none of these things. I will be lazy and selfish 
and stupid, but I as a human being can do so much, 
but can also do so little. So, I will be happy in the fact 
that I do something.” 

Kate Zaidan of SUSTAIN says that McNamara 
could, at times, be overly insistent: “He was just so 
emphatic and so demanding that a lot of us would 
leave meetings going, like, “who is this guy?’” she 
says. “What is his deal?’” 

But he always advocated nonviolence, activists 
say. In November 2008, Martin Droll, then-leader 
of the communist People’s Revolutionary Party 
(which has since dissolved), met McNamara at 
Shanghai Bazaar in Chinatown — “He was the only 
Caucasian guy working there,” Droll says — and 
invited h i m to his group's meetings, where he 
engaged in sprawling, often irritating discussions. 

“What makes this [case] so ironic is I remember 
debating with him about the efficacy of political 
violence," says Droll, who believes that violence has 
almost always been necessary to achieve change. 
McNamara “never changed his opinion," Droll says. 
“He always took a strong stance on the side of non- 
violence. That’s the one thing about his character, he 
was uncompromising — he never bent.”

I addicted mother, he told me last year. 

^^^V By age 4, his parents split up, and a 
tumultuous series of moves ensued: from Virginia 
to Buffalo, N.Y. , with his mom, then to Arizona, with 
his dad, then back to Buffalo and his mother at age 
12, after his father died. One year later, he said, he 
called tlie cops to report that his mother was a prosti- 
tute who used crack cocaine. When his mom went to 
jail, he came to live with a relative in the suburbs of 
Philadelphia, his first stable home.

Still, his teenage years were problematic, says the 
relative, who asked not to be named or identified He 
often skipped class, and was arrested for stealing. He 
ran away from home — all the way to Niagara Falls, 
N.Y., where his mother was living. (McNamara's 
mother died in 2007, the relative says.) 

He was “an admitted habitual user of marijuana 
and alcohol," federal prosecutors would later say, 
who over the years had several run-ins with the law: 
nine arrests and seven convictions. In January 2006, 
in the Superior Court of Monmouth County, N.J., 
McNamara, then 23, was sentenced to five years 

property and trying to evade police, following a July 
2004 incident in which, according to the indictment, 
he “did knowingly take or attempt to exercise unlaw- 
ful control over a [police officer’s] firearm.” (He was 
released two years later.) 

“He grew up with a different mentality, where the 
police are not your friend," the relative says. 

McNamara was in New Jersey when that incident 
occurred after running away from this relative, who 
had tried to bring him back to a halfway house in 
Philadelphia — from which he’d run away. ’1 love 
Raph[ael] , but he runs,” she says. “It’s something 
he does again and again. When he’s scared, he runs 
instead of facing the police or whoever. I think that’s 
got him in more trouble than most things he did.” 

In early 2008, McNamara walked out of a New 
Jersey prison and began to get his life together. 
Before he’d gone to prison, he’d earned his GED, 
and later, while living at a halfway house, he volun- 
teered at Books Through Bars and enrolled in the 
Community College of Philadelphia (CCP), taking 
classes in Chinese. 

It was not until December 2008 — during the 
three-week Gaza war — that McNamara first started 
involving himself in the Israel-Palestine issue. 

In an interview with me last year, McNamara 
attributed his time in a New Jersey prison with his 
subsequent identification with the Palestinian cause: 
“Something that I got from when 1 was in prison is 
a view of looking at tilings from afar" he said. “I can 
depolitidze things and look at tilings as how they’re 
happening. I would be guilty — I would be and should 
be looked at in history wrongly if I don't do everything 
I can for what’s going on there. Now there’s other 
instances of injustice going on in the world, but I feel 
in the scope of tilings I can be most justified in putting 



my force in trying to help the Palestinians," 

Prison made him more “self-reflective on what I 
should do when I [got] out,” he said. And that was to 
dive head-first into the pro-Palestinian movement: "I 
find the Palestinian struggle a source of constant inspi- 
ration,” he said, “I’m in awe of how they still fight.” 

The movement quickly became less a hobby, and 
more an obsession. He quit his job and stopped going 
to school in spring 2009 — partly because he wanted 
to help a drug-addicted sister in Buffalo, the relative 
says, but also because of his newfound political inter- 
ests. He became homeless soon after — by choice, 
friends say. 

"His opinion was that he should not contribute in 
any shape or form to the system — that includes col- 
leges, jobs, schools or rent on a house," says Droll. “He 
wouldn't even beg for money." 

Still, throughout 2009, many of his activist 
acquaintances had no idea he was homeless. “What 
always amazed me was how he was always able to 
look relatively well-dressed and neat and clean. He 
didn’t look like a street person,” says Schwartz of 
Bubbies and Zaydes, “He was always very covert 
about where he was living.” 

Others suspected that something was amiss with 
him: In June 2009, McNamara dropped off the map for 
a month after being arrested for shoplifting. “Because 
he was homeless, he didn’t have a job, and he didn’t 
seem to have any source of income, we had reason to 
suspect that he may have had to steal to eat,” says 
SUSTAIN’s Zaidan. Her group tried to connect him 
with resources and odd jobs, but he refused their help. 

“We connected that to misguided judgment or some 
sort of mental illness,” says Zaidan. “That was my 
perception — this guy has some serious psychological 
issues, and he needs help.” 

Larry Petkov, an anti-war activist and math tutor 
at CCP, saw McNamara regularly around campus 
on evenings and found his enthusiasm for the 
Palestinian cause disproportionate. “I can attribute 
that to any young person, who has deep feelings about 
this issue, where it can tear you apart,” says Petkov. 
“But I could tell he was troubled, very emotional." 

McNamara's relative says he’s never been diag- 
nosed with mental illness. Nonetheless, her efforts to 
pursuade him to scale back his political activities fell 
on deaf ears, she says.

lie three-week war in Gaza erupted 
on Dec. 27, 2008, one year and three 
wJ days before the incident in the GSK 
garage. Yet even in the course of 
McNamara's relatively brief involve- 
ment with the movement, he made himself some- 
thing of an outcast. 

“He was always into doing his own thing,” says 



Zaidan. “He made it pretty clear from the get-go that 
he was not willing to operate in a consensus-based 
way, in a way that we were all coining together to 
decide how we moved forward.” 

On the listserv of Philadelphia Justice for 
Palestine, a coalition of 12 different groups that 
organized following the Gaza war, he accused fellow 
activists of not working hard enough. “He startled] 
making these comments online in front of everybody 
about how having a job is not an excuse for [not] 
doing work,” Zaidan says. “About how the situation 
in Palestine is dire enough that all of us should just 
drop everything that we’re doing and work all the 
time until justice in Palestine is achieved." 

McNamara's accusatory e-mails came in February, 
at the Philadelphia Justice for Palestine’s peak of 
activity. The coalition disbanded soon after. 

“It alienated a lot of people," Zaidan says. “It made 
a lot of people really mad. And I think it played a role 
in the ultimate dissolution of the coalition." 

Then there were the posters. In August, Zaidan 
began noticing cartoons drawn by Brazilian politi- 
cal cartoonist Carlos Latuff popping up in West 
Philly and around the Art Museum, which she says 
McNamara was putting up: “Things like a fist with 
a Palestinian flag on it being like, 1011 the Jewish 
star,’” she says. “He was doing things that could be 

with anyone. And that’s just too risky for us — it has 
the potential to totally discredit all of our hard work 
around doing constructive peace activism.” (The 
activists also wondered where he got the money to 
print so many ll-by-17-inch color posters.) 

In October, SUSTAIN members kicked him out. 
The next month, the group sent an e-mail to other 
area pro-Palestinian groups, essentially blacklisting 
him within the community.

IV entered that GSK garage and placed 
a Molotov cocktail next to an electric 
generator. He tampered with a GSK 
video camera. He ran away from the police. He was 
a political radical, an extremist who behoved GSK 
should be blacklisted, and probably wanted to lash 
out at the company. 

But not everything’s so cut and dried. For instance, 
McNamara was fixated upon the plight of Pale- 
stinians; GSK has nothing to do with that. Rather, it 
made endevil .corn’s blacklist because, between 1946 
and 1988, Glaxo, a GSK predecessor, sold the spinal 
X-Ray contrast drug Myodil, even though the com- 
pany supposedly knew Myodil caused a debilitating 
spinal cord disease called adhesive arachnoiditis. (A 
2003 BBC report says Glaxo paid out more than 7 
million pounds in settlements over these allegations, 
but has not admitted liability.) 

McNamara’s antipathy was directed almost uni- 
formly toward those who he perceived ns persecuting 
the Palestinians, not toward corporate greed gener-

ally — though he, like many other far-left activists, 
could hardly be described ns pro-big business. 

Moreover, it wasn’t uncommon for McNamara to 
sleep in garages, friends say, particularly on cold win- 
ter nights. In a letter sent from the federal detention 
center to his relative — and later sent in an e-mail 
to his activist contacts — he spelled out his predica- 
ment: ‘1 slept on the street but the snowstorm over 
the holidays of '09 pushed me to seek shelter.” So he 
slept under a heater in a parking garage near CCP, 
he wrote. A former CCP student, McNamara was 
familiar with the campus, which is bounded to the 
south by the GSK garage. 

So, it’s possible that — assuming the government 
is correct that the Molotov cocktail was his — GSK 
wasn’t his target. And even if it was, considering that 
both the garage and the GSK building were nearly 
empty during tiro holidays, he likely wasn't aiming 
for casualties. 

Still, under the right conditions, that Molotov cock- 
tail could have inflicted considerable damage. A main 
variable, says David Stone, a professor of military 
history at Kansas State University, is the type of 
fuel used by the generator next to where the Molotov 
cocktail was discovered, as diesel is less flammable 
than gasoline. "This generator would have been 
much more likely to cause serious damage if it was 
gasoline as opposed to diesel,” says Stone. (Court 
records do not indicate the type of generator; both 
GSK and federal prosecutors declined to comment for 
this story.) 

And while, in court records, prosecutors paint 
McNamara as perhaps sympathetic to Islamic ter- 
rorists, this, too, is opaque. The FBI had first pegged 
him as a troublemaker after receiving a Dec. 10, 
2009, tip from someone who claimed to be “familiar 
with McNamara" and said he planned to travel to 
Yemen or Palestine to study Islam, according to 
court records, as well as an anonymous Dec. 12 tip 
from a “concerned citizen’’ about his Facebook post- 
ings. (It's not clear if these came from the same per- 
son.) Soon after, the FBI began questioning those 
who knew him. 

“That’s what they were trying to do, say he’s a ter- 
rorist,” says his relative. “But they had nothing on 
him . ” In fact, he’s irreligious, she says, and wanted 
to be in Palestine only for the Dec. 31 Gaza Freedom 
March, “but he doesn’t even have his birth certificate 
to get a passport." 

“It was never a concrete plan,” adds Droll. “He 
wanted to understand (the Palestinians! and their 
struggle better, but more importantly, if he went 
there and got a job and paid taxes, they’d go to the 
Palestinian INational] Authority.” 

At a Dec. 23 meeting with FBI agents — sur- 
reptitiously set up by his relative in a Center City 
Chili’s at the FBI's request — he insisted that his 
Facebook posts “were not meant to incite violence, 
but (to| provoke thought and dialogue,” according to 
court records. 



The encounter spooked him. Around Christmas, he 
showed up at the Schwartses’ Center City apartment. 
“He was very upset," says Schwartz. “He felt betrayed 
by his [relatival .” 



“A VOCAL VOICE FOR 
NON-VIOLENCE” 



n Jan. 2, three days after he fled the 
GSK garage, McNamara tweeted: 

| M J “USA? ATF? FBI? What The Fuck!" 

He learned of the federal govern- 
ment's interest in him from his rela- 
tive, who’d already been visited by ATF agents. 

She refused the agents' request to set up another 
surprise meeting, though she did agree to send 
McNamara an e-mail telling him that authorities 
were looking for him. 

McNamara spoke to Droll a few days before his 
Jan. 11 arrest. “He told me he had no idea why 
[authorities] were looking for him," Droll says. “He 
didn’t give me any details. Ho didn’t know what they 
wanted him for.” 

McNamara said he planned to leave town. Phila- 
delphia police arrested him before he got the chance. 

The activist community wouldn’t learn of his arrest 
until April, when McNamara's relative sent around 
an e-mail containing a letter he’d written from prison 
asking for help and proclaiming his innocence: “The 
reason I am reaching out to you is that they have 
tried to bring in my activism and falsely characterize 
me,” he wrote. “They have taken my DNA and finger- 
prints, and neither link me to the 12-ounce bomb." 
(Nothing in court records mentions fingerprints or 
DNA on the beer bottle.) “They lied — saying I am a 
Muslim, and have terrorist connections to the Middle 
East. They took a picture of the beer bottle next to an 
anti-apartheid flyer about Israel and Palestine. They 
coined the human rights books, as well as those by 
Jewish and Israeli authors, as anti-Israel. . . . All the 
time not providing one piece of evidence of a plan . . 
calling for violence. Quite the contrary, I am a vocal 
voice for non-violence!" 



Activists weren’t sure how to respond to the news 
of his arrest. “My impression was that (McNamara’s 
public defender, David Kozlow] didn’t want undue 
activism, undue publicity, that he was trying to deal 
with it more quietly," says longtime local labor and 
anti-war activist John Kirkland. (Kirkland is specu- 
lating; he’s never spoken with Kozlow, who could not 
be reached for comment by press time.) 

“Nobody knows that much about [McNamara],” 
says Hayakawa ofTSJP. “Even for activists, it's hard 
to believe someone would just be arrested that arbi- 
trarily. There's gotta be a reason for it. There's gotta 
be something that we don’t know. Even activists trust 
the authorities more than they'd like to admit.”

Facebook friend “Amoona M.” launched a Free 
Pacifist Raphael campaign through a blog and 
Facebook page. Alter reading court records, however, 
she deleted the websites. "[The campaign] was ini- 
tially driven under the Palestinian cause,” she says. 
But the charges didn't mention anything about his 
activities for Palestine. "1 considered that it was inap- 
propriate to use that cause for such [a] case. We don't 
want the two causes to be mixed.” 

McNamnra's relative says she appealed to pro- 
Palestinian groups for help, but they didn't want to be 
associated with his case. 

“1 guess you have the problem that everyone who's 
thinking about this has — whether you present this 
as a simple civil rights case — but once you get into 
it, it’s obviously more complicated than that,” says 
Hayakawa. "And in the end, maybe it doesn't make 



our groups look very good." 

"If we actually thought this was an issue of 
Raphael being targeted because of political beliefs," 
adds Zaidan, “I think wo probably would have ral- 
lied around.”

ing a Molotov cocktail — McNamara wrote on his 
Facebook page: “While my conscience calls me to 
continue to obey laws of respecting myself and the 
children, women, and men killed by the economics 
of complicity that rule this society, it also calls me to 
continue in my activism. I am most likely going to 
pursue a course of independent investigator or jour- 
nalist, with my continued form of individual actions." 

Hardly, it would seem, the words of someone who 
was about to detonate a bomb inside a Center City 
garage for political reasons. 

But if lie’s not the violent extremist portrayed in 
court documents, what is he? A political target? Even 



his friends doubt that. Tragically misunderstood? 
Perhaps, though that doesn't explain the Molotov 
cocktail, Mentally ill, as Zaidan suggests? Maybe, 
but should we assume that, just because his activ- 
ism drove him to recoil from society and live on the 
streets? As Hayakawa puts it: “It’s not crazy to not 
want to be involved in the system we have — And in 
many cases, they are very smart, functional people, 
but they just have a low tolerance for doing things 
that they don’t want to do. And that’s not necessarily 
crazy. But it’s called crazy.” 

If s possible that McNamara had, by the end of 
December, become so enveloped in a cause that he 
lost perspective, and resorted to — or at least con- 
sidered — taking violent action. A Dec. 9 Facebook 
post lends credence to this notion: “I am breaking 
mentally and physically, but I can’t stop," McNamara 
wrote, “I don’t know what it means, but I feel it . . . and 
I can’t turn away.” 

No matter its outcome, it seems unlikely next 
week's trial will satisfy the lingering questions. 

In the end, perhaps the biggest tragedy for 
McNamara is that ho finally found purpose in a 
troubled life, only to become an embarrassment to 
the cause he loved.

OUT, DAMNED SPOT! 

Sans her tongtime collaborator, BlankaZizka 
takes on a new partner: Shakespeare.

T o say the Wilma Theater’s recent changes have the feel of a 
Shakespearean tragedy would be an exaggeration. Yet two 
recent shake-ups — one departure, one new addition — have 
reshaped one of Phillys longest-standing theater companies. On 
the sunniest Saturday of September, director BlankaZizka isn’t 
breaking a sweat over the simple facts. 

“Not quite yet,” smiles the Wilma’s artistic director on a break 
from choreographing fight scenes from this season’s opener, Macbeth . 

After 3 1 years oftheater, the Wilma is launching its first-ever pro- 
duction of Shakespeare — any Shakespeare whatsoever — with a 
spare, ambitious, violent staging ofone of the Bard's final tragedies. 

And after 31 years oftheater, Blanka is going it alone; her co- 
artistic director and ex-husband, Jiri Zizka, announced he was 
leaving for good after staging last spring’s Leaving. (Apt, no?) 
First things first: The play's the thing. 

Like so many of the Wilma shows Blanka has directed (Animal 
Farm, Quills ), Macbeth is epic and full of impact. But as for the 
reason she’s waited so long to take on the master of drama, it’s 
personal. “Tve always been seduced by Shakespeare but was wor- 
ried about the language, what with being a foreigner,” laughs the 
Czech immigrant. “I still haven’t gotten it all, so the idea of going 



into the Old English was daunting.” Yet after a private reading 
of the play, she not only considered Macbeth and saw its stag- 
ing light up in her mind, but she’s already considering her next 
Shakespearean steps once the 2010-11 season comes to an end. 

“Much of what's happening next here is trying to figure out what 
well become,” says Blanka. “I’ve no precise answer yet as to what 
the next years will look like. Will we stay a subscription series 
with four plays a year? Can we squeeze in riskier, out-of-the-box 
productions for two-week rims? What other directors will we 
bring in?” she asks, rhetorically, mentioning that she's consider- 
ing Pig Iron’s GeoffSobelle and one-time Wilma compatriot Annie 
Kauffman as potential future

leaves, you Surely new managing director 

James Haskins will have strong 
opinions on these matters. But for 
the most part, the Wilma's vision is down to Blanka, as her part- 
ner, Jiri — once in marriage, almost always in aesthetics — has 
left her as sole artistic director. According to Blanka, Jiri felt tire 
weight of doing so much for the Wilma (“two plays for Blanka, two 
plays for Jiri,” she laughs about the company’s usual season) that 
it left little time to tend to his other work.“Jiri’s a brilliant writer,” 
says Blanka.“He's produced and directed films. He wanted todo 
those things." 

When I spoke to Jiri Zizka about Leaving back in May, he kept 
snickering as he said, "Everybody leaves, you know.” 

"He has a strange sense ofhumor, Jiri does,” says Blanka regarding

A- ] DEMOLISHING THE BOUNDARIES between private and public, broadcasting 
the banal, flooding our brains with ulluring minutiae — Facebook has come to define 
our current hyper-self-aware historical moment while distilling it through a hall of dig- 
ital meta-mirrors. Hard to believe, then, that seven years ago the now-ubiquitous site 
was little more than a gleam in a few social misfits’ eyes. The Social Network watches 
the growth ofF acebook from the inside, but ends up being less about one specific phe- 
nomenon than the minor tremors that ripple outward into world-altering quakes. It 
must have been a major temptation to gimmick up this story with Facebook-deri ved 
graphics and references, especially for the director of Fight Club , but thankfully David 
Fincher resisted. Like he did in Zodiac (skipping overthe gooey misstep of Benjamin 
Button ), Fincher elegantly integrates style with sub- 
stance, resulting in a streamlined narrative thatis all 
frictionless momentum. In this, he takes his cues from 
Aaron Sorkin’s whip-smart script, which envisions 
the conversations of outcast hackers as the brisk 
wordplay of the screwball comedy. Mark Zuckerberg 
and company aren’t exactly the blithe spirits of those earlier films, however, and their 
rapid-fire dialogue comes to feel less like witty repartee and more the caustic brevity of 
overstimulated minds. Zuckerberg (played by Jesse Eisenberg with a vicious blend of 
outsize ego and bitter self-loathing) envisions Facebook as replicating ‘the entire social 
experience of college" online, and The Social Network, framed by not one but two legal 
depositions, posits that the Digital Age has become Revenge of the Nerds, writ large. 
Zuckerberg’s chief nemeses are theWinkelvoss twins (Armie Hammer), tall, athletic, 
blond“gentlemen of Harvard "with flagpole postures — jocks caughtshort by the limits 
of their privilege. The reach of the allegedly egalitarian Internet has simply upended 
the social order, as easily as ignoring a friend request — Shaun Brady

More than that, I could see how much the raw ingredi- 
ents mattered. I’d always thought about wine in terms 
of place — or, ahem, terroir — being very important, but 
this was the first time I really started thinking about 
spirits in the same way. Agave spends like seven to 10 
years in the ground, and so much depends on how and 
where it’s grown, when it’s harvested, how it's cooked 
once it gets to the distillery. The agave was really no dif- 
ferent than grapes in a vineyard. 

CP: In the multibillion-dollar spirits industry, just how 
much influence do marketing dollars have on the critical 
reception of a new spirit in the market? 

JW: Branding and marketing are obviously so huge when 
it comes to spirits. It’s weird that many people don't real- 
ize most spirits brands are owned by a handful of mul- 
tinational conglomerates, like Diageo, Bacardi, Pernod 
Ricard [orl Brown-Forman. These companies can throw 
so much money and so many PR people on the case. They 
can just give away product to people just to get it into 
their mouths. If you’re a small distiller, how arc you going 
to compete with brands that can send shots girls into 
every college bar in America?

How 
else can we explain something like bubble gum vodka? 

... I can't blame it on, say, George Washington or Ben 
Franklin or the other Founding Fathers. Those guys in 
the 18th century really loved their spirits . . . drank them 
morning, noon and night. And what they liked was the 
real stuff — whiskey, applejack. Washington even ran a 
rye whiskey distillery. Americans also are responsible for 
inventing the cocktail. I guess if Pm going to blame some- 
one, HI blame the people who presided over Prohibition. 
This would be the U.S. Congress in 1919 — since Woodrow 
Wilson actually vetoed the bill. Til just blame it on 
Congress, like everything else. Those rat bastards. 

CP: Last question, and I'm sure it’s one you get all the 
time: What are a few of your favorite Philadelphia places 
to get a well-made cocktail? 

JW: Cocktails in Philadelphia? That’s pretty easy: The 
Franklin, Village Whiskey, Chick's Cafe and wherever 
Christian Gaal is bartending.
